1934-1937 


September  '54  was  a  memorable  occasion  for 
us.   It  was  the  start  of  a  real  high  school  life,  and 
we  began  by  getting  lost!  Back  in  our  homerooms, 
the  teachers  bravely  tried  to  explain  the  mass  or 
mess  of  symbols  on  our  program  cards.  Along  with 
this  confusion  were  the  "A,  "  "B,  "  "C"  schedules. 
Lunch  was  our  most  enjoyable  period- -if  you  could 
just  get  through  the  line  to  eat.  It  seems  Seniors 
had  top  priority.  Then,  too,  there  was  the  key -to 
our  own  little  iron  cell  if  you  could  only  match  the 
two.  Trying  to  find  classrooms  was  some  ordeal. 
To  ask  a  Senior  was  to  find  yourself  at  the  other  end 
of  school  exactly  opposite  your  destination.  The 
misconduct  slips,  to  say  nothing  of  deficiencies, 
were  all  new  to  us.   So  was  biology.  That  delightful 
biology,  made  more  enjoyable  (?)  by  aged  vintages 
of  frogs,  produced  many  squeals  and  upset  stomachs, 
especially  before  and  after  lunch.  After  the  girls  en- 
joyed their  five  minutes  of  squealing,  they  then  got 
down  to  work.  Meanwhile,  Senior-Junior  assemblies 
remained  unsolved  as  we  underwent  solitary  confine- 
ment in  our  homerooms . 


One  of  the  first  activities  open  to  us  as  Sopho- 
mores was  the  Key  Club  dance  at  the  "Y."  Arriving 
at  the  dance,  many  of  us  stowed  ourselves  away  in 
comers  watching  our  more  adventurous  classmates 
having  a  good  time .   We  were  still  wary  of  those  up- 
per-classmen.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  feeling  more 
adventurous,  we  entered  the  bowling  tournament  when 
it  rolled  around.  Now  we  felt  at  ease  and  we  left  our 
Sophomore  year  much  happier  and  more  confident,  an- 
ticipating our  chances  as  Juniors. 


September  '55  we  came  back  a  little  more  learn- 
ed, a  little  less  leery  of  Seniors .   Our  ability  in 
sneaking  in  just  before  the  tardy  bell  was  amazing. 
New  styles  were  noticeable.   For  the  girls,  it  was 
knee  sox  and  new  boy  friends.   For  the  boys,  it  was 
mouse  traps  and  white  bucks- -which  the  girls  had  a- 
dopted  already .  The  hockey  team  "brought  home  the 
bacon"  in  the  form  of  the  District  Championship.  The 
baseball  team  "had  a  ball"  that  year  winning  the  Cham- 
pionship of  the  Boston  District  League  and  being  se- 
lectedfor  the  State  Tour.  We  had  Championship  Teams! ! ! 
These  teams  made  us  strut  around  with  great  pride. 
That  year  typewriters  began  to  click.   Other  things 
began  to  click:  the  Clarion  staff,  the  Chemistry  club, 
bowling  teams,  football,  and  dances.   Induction  into 
the  National  Honor  Society  was  a  memorable  occasion, 
especially  since  a  large  number  of  our  class  was  ad- 
mitted.  The  high  point  of  the  year,  however,  was  the 
Fashion  Show  held  in  May.  Many  Junior  boys  were 
models,  as  well  as  the  girls.  The  boys  surely  wowed 
the  audience;  we  hadn't  realized  till  then  what  good 
looking  specimens  of  manhood  were  parading  around 
school .  The  Seniors  had  a  Christmas  Party,  but  I 
think  more  of  us  attended  it . 

"HAUGHTY  SENIORS!"  That's  the  way  we 
came  back  September  '56.  What  a  year  of  happiness 
and  sadness!  When  the  election  of  class  officers 
came,  the  teachers  just  gave  up  and  waited  for  the 
day  to  pass;  more  time  was  spent  on  this  election 
than  on  our  home-lessons .  We  were  active  in  all  our 
clubs  and  on  all  our  teams .  We  had  the  experience 
of  writing  for  our  school  magazine,  "The  Clarion,  " 
and  setting  up  our  Yearbook.   The  Key  Club  did  well 
raising  money  for  scholarships  and  for  Kiwanis .  Our 
teachers  helf)ed  us  answer  questions  such  as:  Do  I 
have  enough  points  to  graduate?  How  can  I  make 
them  up?  What  college  should  I  attend?  Can  I  ap- 
ply for  a  scholarship?  A  big  help  to  us  was  the  li- 
brary, otherwise  known  to  the  seniors  as  C.R.C.H  .A.  — 
Consultation  Room  for  the  Combined  Homelessoa  Ap- 
peal . 

Of  course,  your  last  year  involves  money  for  your 
class  ring.  Yearbook  pictures,  class  banquet,  and,  of 
course,  "THE  PROM."  But  it  is  worth  every  cent 
when  you  walk  across  that  stage  on  graduation  night 
to  receive  that  precious  little  document  embodying 
all  the  laughs  and  tears  of  our  three  years  at  old  J.  P. 
We  will  have  finished,  perhaps,  the  happiest  days  of 
our  lives:  "J,  P.  DAYS."
